London, July 6.— Leading hoateaeee, in 
view of the waning season, tho approaohing 
dissolution of parliament, and the fierce poli- 
tioal oanpaign wliioh will follow, are doing 
Ihetr utmost to iu«h their entertainments 
before tho eleotioas, Every night, tho past 
week has been crowded with balls, dinners 
and parties of vurioua dceariptloi:s, and 
linao who cannot Qnd a night during the 
next few days will abandon the idea of car- 
ry InK out their special programmeV" and 
postpone the projected entertainments or 
give them up aCtogetber. 

This year the invastoa of London by 
Americans I* the strongest ever witnea'sed. 
They are to be seen at every torn oooupying 
the beat apartmenta in all the popular hotels 
aod vhiting all the places cf interoet. The 
leading restaurants are packed with them 
and they half fill the thoatrea nightly. 
Finally the Americana flock In crows to tho 
big maaioal halla and eojoy themselves gen- 
erally in every way poaalble. Thoy are 
good ouatomera everywhere, free with their 
money and content only with the boat of 
everything. It therefore need hardly bo 
added that the London hotel-keepers, acoro- 
keepers and public antertalnora ar« not 
grumbling at the so-called American " inva- 
aion." If proof were needed of the preaenoe 
here of a multitude of Amerioans it was far- 
niabod by the oUhena of the United States 
who attended the several 

INDEPENDENCE DAY CELEBRATIONS . 

on Thursday last, and, strange to say, tho 
aoreeoblng of the eagle on those occasions 
seemed to give tho lion a certain degree 
of healthy aatisFaation. The U<iily News, 
for inatanco, commenting on the banquet of 
the American society at thoEolborn restau- 
rant, said : " American Indopendenco Day 
waa celebrated in London more publicly 
than on previous occaaiona. Tbia ia as it 
should be. The day brings no bittornoas to 
the memory of tho present gonoration of 
Englishmen — but for the day and ita lea- 
sons our empire might now be a thing of 
the past. It is never so fittingly oelebr&ted 
aa when Gapliahmen and Amerioans meet in 
honor of it at tho aame ceremony or at the 
aame aoeial hoard." 

Then again during the banquet cordial 
meaaagoa were received by Amerioans from 
paet asd proaent membera of Emmanuel 
college, Cimbridgs, who were dining. In an- 
other p&ib of the baildlng, whioh oaased 
H0b> Wayne MaoVeagh, p.S. ambauador 
to ttaly, who presided lo ' the ahaaooe of 
Hoii. Thomas F. Bayard, U.S. ambuiador 
to likb Coarb of -St. Jamas, to Mmatk that 
blood was thicker than water. Not to ' be 
behlnd'hand In oonrtesy the Amerioans sent 
the Emmanuel men a reply propoalng as a 
worthy sentiment of the evening the mem- 
ory of John Harvard, a son of Emmanael 
college and the father of liberal learning in 
the New World. There waa conaidorable 
comment among the New Yorkers who at- 
tended tho reception given on tho Fourth of 
July by Mra. Biyard, wife of the U S. am- 
baaaador, at tho fiob that Mr. Wm. Wal- 
dorf Aator, among those present, has aged 
greatly ainoe the death of hia wife. 

There is much diatatlsfaotion at the care- 
leas manner in which tho mails are dis- 
patched to the United States. Tho North 
German Lloyd company advertiaod a 
steamer to aall laat Sunday, and notified tLo 
post cflioe authorities to that cffoot; but 
without giving notice to anyone, or chang- 
ing the advertiaomont, the company with- 
drew the ateamer entirely, in consequence 
the maila waited at Southampton for sev- 
eral daya. 

Alex. Boss Colqaohoun, the first governor 
of Moahonaland, has jaat returned from a 
several months' miMton to Nioaragna, where 
he thoroughly iDspeoted the Nicaragua 
Canal route, and visited the Panama Canal. 
He waa alao present at Managua, !Nloar- 
agua, during the British ooonpatiou of Cor- 
into. To a rnpreeontative of the Aeaooiated 
Froaa, Mr. Colquhonn stated that ho was 
preparing an important work dealing with 
the whole question of the Nioaragna Caual 
and Nicaragua. Ha waa therefore unable 
lully to diucusa tho matter hoforo thtj ap- 
poarance of his book, bub gave tho following 
particulars regarding tho proposed canal. 
Being asked if the scheme wore practicable, 
ho emphatically replied : " It ia undoubt- 
edly praotioablt). I fuel certain of 
that, hub tbero are many pointi of en- 
gineering importance requiring conalder- 
atlon and fall diocusslnn. The American 
commiaaion ia composed of men of tho high- 
est ability, and they will, I believe, iaauoan 
impartial report. I had a long conversation 
wiih Colonel Ludlow and other membora of 
tho commiaaion with him, alao with Com- 
mander A. C. Menooal, late ohiof engineer 
of the Nlcaraguan Canal Co., who has been 
writing about the acbemo for the laat twenty 
yeara, who is, in fact, its originator. The 
project, from an engineering point of view, 
is a very fine one. Of 169} miles (the 
total length from Oreytown, on the Atlantio, 
to Brito, on tho PaclQo), 127j; miles will be 
(he unimpeded navigation of the river St. 
Jaan and Lake Nicaragua; 21^ miles will 
be through artilioial basins, making tho 
total distance of 142^ miles in which ships 
can travel with little or no restriction. Only 
2Gi{ miles cf actual digging will bo done. 
Tho canal. In my own opinion, is of immenao- 
ly greater importance than the Suez oanal, 
and will largely revolutlonlza the shipping 
routes of the world. " 

OAHDIKX BBI.Aa'IONSHIPS. 

The number of near relatione in the new 

British cabinet is much diaonased. Father 
and son are found In the Chamberlains. 
Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain and Austin 
Chamberlain are respaoblTely secretary of 
state for the colonies and janlor lord of the 
treasury. Then there are father-in-law and 
aon-ln-law In the Mvrquia of Salisbury, the 
now premier, and the Earl of Sulbourno, 
under aocretary for the colonial department. 
Then come the hrothera Balfour, Right 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, first lord of tho 
treasury, and Gerald William Balfour, the 
now chief seorotary of state for Ireland, 
both nephews of the Marqula of Saliabury. 
Finally there are tho Balfoura' two brothers- 
in-law. Lord George Hamilton, the new 
secretary of statti for India, and the Marquis 
of Lanadowno, (he new aeoretary for war. 



There Is much gossip among the agrionltural 
olaesea In regard to the future policy of the 
government. A great many of the landed 
gentry profesa to know that the Marquis of 
Salisbury favors an import duty on foreign 

f rodnots other than wheat, and a number of 
rish Torlsa make thta argument In their at- 
tempt to seoare votes. 

Tho rumor that Lord Roseberyia to marry 
the Prince of Wales' daughter Is revived 
.(his week, and it may be added he may re- 
linquish politiol entirely. It ia nnderatood 
that the Qaesn would not offer any opposi- 
tion to the metoh. Lord Rgsebery con- 
tinues to be Her Majesty's great personal 
favorite, as the bestowal upon him of the 
late Duke of Hamilton's order of the Thistle 
indicates. Lord Rosebety already poaseaaes 
the order of the Garter, and it is extremely 
rare for anyone not of royal blood to hold 
both orders, the only other iostanoe on 
record being the oases of tho liiarl of Aber- 
deen and the Duke of Argylo. 

Mr. Jerome K. Jerome is nob inclined to 
apologize to Mr. Crokor in regard to tho 
statement made in Mr. Jerome's paper about 
SImma. He published Mr. Croker's letter 
on tho subject, whioh was In tho same word- 
ing as the one written to Mr. Henry Labou 
ohere and published in Truth, but ho adds : 
" It does not tally with my information, and 
It would be to the advantage of the public 
that the affair be oarc folly inqnired into. 

THE IIENLKV REGATTA, 

Reviewing tho proapeots of the Cornell 
orew at the coming regatta at Henley, Mr. 
W. B. Woodgate, an export Eogliah oara- 
man who has carefully watched tho progress 
made by all the crows which compete In the 
race for tho grand oiiailengo cup, prediota 
that the Leander and New College crews 
will be firat and pecond. Mr. Woodbridge 
also expresses tho opinion (hat the Cornell 
crow will act be able to hold out after pass- 
ing Fawley Court against the longer reach 
and swing of the Eogllsh crews. 

Tho Pall Mall Gazotte comments on tho 
same subject and thinks that the Cornell 
men have been doing the roverae of improv- 
ing during the past week. It has been dis- 
covered, the Pall Mall Gazette adds, that 
atalenesa is a thing to be guarded against ae 
mueh cB inaufSoient preparation. 

Mr. D. H. Maolean, an old oaraman of 
Eton and Oxford experience, who baa been 
preaent at the Henley regatta for twenty 
years past, thinks that the Cornell men are 
uodiiubtedly a very fine orew and the beat 
the United States oonld produce, as they 
carried everything before them in America. 
He adds : " They ate almply an unknown 
quantity in competing for the grand chal- 
lenge onp, and if they win we nmst recon- 
sider our most cherished Idea of rowing." 
Mr. Maolean also expressed the opinion that 
the Canadians, with the crew of the Argo- 
naut rowing club of Toronto, have a beauti- 
ful crow with wfaiob to compete for the 
Stewards challenge onp for foQrs, Qe aays 
they are aa speedy a lot of men as any he 
had ever seen. 

Tho Princess of Wales haa alwaya ahown 
a fondness for adventure. This week she, 
in company with her daughters, the Princesa 
Viotorla and Maud, tho Duke and Duchess 
of York, the Crown Prince of Donniark, 
and other members ol tho royal family made 
tho first trip in tho groat wheel, after the 
atyle of tho Ferris wheel at Chioago, only 
larger, which has just been finished at the 
India exhibition.

(Eheaotion of the president of the gor- 
ernment of Kohlin In fining the burgomas- 
ter of Rolberg for allowing a Socialist 
electoral meeting to ba held In the assembly 
rooms belonging to tho corporation has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. It ap- 
pears that in reply to the demand of 
the president for an explanation of tho clr- 
cumstancep, the burgomaster wrote aaying 
that only part of tho audience consisted of 
socialistB and they wore good oitizons, to 
wliom ho could not justly rifuao tho use of 
the roonig. Tho burgomaator added that, 
moreover, ho uoted in oooordance with the 
views of tho magistrate during hia term of 
office, had avoided harah treatment of any 
party, and the result of his atti- 
tude, he aaaorted, had been a de- 
oroaao In tho number ot tho socialists' 
ranks, whioh would only have been 
increased by severity, Thia calm reply 
elicited a violent retort from the President, 
who aooueed the burgomaster of groasly 
violating his duties, adding ; " Yon have 
knowingly farthered the oauae of the party 
whioh has Inscribed for its standard the 
overthrow of social order, tho monarchy and 
Christianity, therefore I nm obliged to make 
full use against you of my diaolplinary 
powera." The majority of the municipal 
officials of Kolberg thereupon presented an 
addreaa to the burgomaatar expreaaing ap- 
proval of hia oonduot.

The barbers of Kaslo ace np' in arms 
against a bylaw passed last tbobtli by the 
council of that oity, putting a tax of $25 
every six months on the batbers. The by- 
law provides that 

" Eioh ond every barber shaH pay the 
sum of $25 for every six months." 

No distinction is ni»de between the pro- 
prietor of a shop and a journeyman, all were 
to be treated alike. No difference was to ba 
shown in the treatment of tho urbane gentle- 
man who owns the plate glass mirrors and 
the gorgeous scent bottles, and the mere 
shaver who stands behind tho ohair and 
humbly inquires, " Vaseline or bay rum, 
sir !'' lb was too much for tho barbers, and 
llioir champion, in the person of Mr. Hall, 
of the "OK." bulbar shop, of Fourth 
street, Kaalo, took steps to appeal to the 
law. In conscquenoo a motion to quash the 
by-law has now been made before Mr. 
Justice (irease, who has granted a rule nisi lo 
quash the by-law, returnable ton days after 
sf.rvioo on the corporation of the olty of 
Kaslo. Tho grounds on which it is made is 
that tho tax is illegal, ultra vires, and lu- 
cludca everyone belonging to the order of 
barbers In Kaalo ; all of whioh is contrary to 
Bub-eootion 2G, section 204, of the municipal 
act, which states that for every person In 
the munioipality following a trade or oc- 
cupation nob enumerated In the act (this 
applies to baibere) a tax may bo collected 
not exceeding $5 for every six months ; but 
no journejrman or person working for wages 
oan be so taxed.

The Honse of Lovda Discussed by the 
Present and the Betlrlng 
Premier. 

yallabnry Declares the i'eers Deserve 
Thanks for Clearing: off 
Angrry Conflicts. 



London, July 6 —The Marquis of Salis- 
bury, in the House of Lords to-day, replied 
to the speech which Lord Rosebery recently 
delivered before the Eighty Club, in whioh 
he attacked the Housa of Lords. The 
Premier traversed Lord Rosebery's state- 
ment that the House of Lords had a legis- 
lative preponderance. " On the contrary," 
he asserted, " the House of Lords has no 
share la the votes by which governments 
were displaced nor in the provision of funds 
for public services." Continuing, the Mar- 
qaio asked, " what the Houae of Lords had 
acne to induce Lord Rosebery to submit a 
proposal which had not been heard within 
parliament for 250 years." Tho House 
of Lords had merely rejected the 
evicted tenants' bill, which," he as- 
sorted, " was impracticable in the shape 
presented. Such bills the Lords will op- 
pose with continued resistance. (Cheers.) 
The real crime was the rejection of home 
rule, which was a question which the elec- 
torate was DOW asked to decide." If home 
rule had been passed, the Marquis said, it 
would have been " irrevocable aod the 
country would have been in manaoles." The 
opposition to the Lorda he pnb to the credit 
of the Radical party, and thla queation, 
with the dlsestabllahment of the English 
churoh, were measures which set the mass 
oi tho people one against the other and 
which might produce great injary. The 
government, however, would give abtention 
to other problems which, though difficult, 
yob promised bo alleviate the condition of 
the poor. He hoped by dealing with tho 
anomalies of taxation, railway carriage 
of produce and tho ({uestion of 
small boldlnga, to do much to 
rollcvo the agricultural depression. 
There was much to bo done also to rtvise 
the operations of tho law. In conclusion 
the Marquia of Salisbury expressed tho opin- 
ion that the House of Lords deserved the 
thanks of the country for clearing the field 
of angry conflicts and for bringing about the 
consideration of measures to ameliorate the 
social condition of the people. 

Lord Rosebery replied that the legislative 
praponderauoa of the House of Lords ex- 
isted, inasmuch aa oUO peers were allixed to 
tho houao for the purpose of resisting Liberal 
measures. The House of Common?, he 
added, changed, but the House of Lords 
nsvnr changed. VVhaiuvor the results of 
tho eleotions the House of Lords remained 
tho same. In conolaaion the ex-premier 
said that if Conservative measures were such 
as to raise the social life of the people with 
out injustice to other olaaaea he promised 
them tho support of the Liborala. Tho 
house then adjuurned. 

Thu appropriation bill, providing monfy 
for the publio aorvlcoa uccil the meeting of 
tho next purliaiiiont, passed its third read- 
ing in thu House of Commons to-day. Mr. 
Knox, aiili-Parnollito, ropresonting Wtst 
(^avan, began to dIscuoB tho aotion of the 
House of Lorda in rtjuoting the municipal 
franohisofor Ireland hill, but on motion of Rb. 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, first lord of the treasury, 
tlia Sfoukor culud Mr. Ktiox out of ordur. 
The latter returned to tho subjtcb in various 
ivays, but each time tho spsukor ruled him 
out of order. Mr. Kuox then asked if the 
government would introduce a bill to remove 
anomalies of the munluipal frauchiao of Ire- 
land. Mr. Balfour admitted the> existence 
of anomaliea in the municipal franchises, 
bub, be added, the government oould 
not announce any legislation until after 
the elections. Mr. Clark, merrih>ir for 
Caithness, Radical, and Mr Henry Libou- 
chere then protested against the olloged 
tendency of the government to inoreaeo the 
oirpondituro In pursuanoe of a blghTmperial 
policy. The appropriation bill then passed 
its third reading and par'^-vment was form- 
ally prorogued nntil July 24. ,

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YUKON'S YELLOW YIELD. 

Bieh miAea Hanrest From the Placers, 
Bat Fortunes ATvaitingr 
Qaartz Operators. 



Cost of Supplies the Main Trouble - 
A Climate Only Hardy Men 
' Can Stand. 

What Mounted Police Inspootor Con- 
Btantino relates of the population of the 
Yukon, and the trading operations by which 
they are with innoh difiioulty Bupplied, ap 
pesred In the extraoti from the annaal re 
porti'of the If oanted Polioe department pub 
liehed yesterday. Belotv will bo found aome 
information f>iven by the same oiilcor as to 
the mining resonroes of that far Northern 
dtatriot : 

" At preaenb the minint; induatry is only 
in its infaney. The ooantry has not been 
thoroughly proapeoted, for reaaona already 
E;lven, and op to the preaont the roturna 
may bo anmmed up : that a few have done 
well, a fow made good wagea, bul the ma 
jority have made only a living, partly owing 
CO not knowing much about mining and the 
abort aeaaon. Aa far hb I can learn, tho 
output laat year was about $300,000 from 
all Bourcoa 

" The miuora are anxloua that the 
boundary in tho gold-bearing bolt should 
i>e Qxed without delay. No quariz minea 
have boon oponod up, for two reaaona, 
They aro : Firat, it requires capital and 
time, the depth of moas being tho great 
drawback to proapeoting. Second, there la 
no imtnudiuto roturna aa in tho placor or bar 
mining, which ia necessary for the existence 
of the miner, as nono have more than will 
Kettham into the country and buy a little 
ooarae food to go on wicb auring the firs 
aeaaon. If they make a little then It ia re 
quired to keep them durinp; the long and 
oold winter. The traders will give them 
food for the anmmer's work, and as minora 
are as & role honest, in tho long run those 
who supply them are paid with a large 
amonnt of interest ka well. 

*' Some ooarse gold Ii fonnd on Miller 
creek. Franklin and Davia creeks and Nug' 
get gnloh, bat on the bars it ia fine. Only 
one large nagget iias been fonnd, and that 
in Franklin gnlnh. Ita weight waa 30 oz 
and intrlneio value SoIO. 

" Quartz mining will in time be the load- 
ing oiasa of mining in thia oonntry. The 
face of the country aa far as the Arotio 
ocean and MoKenzle is entirely mountainona 
and may be compared with the teeth ot a 
aaw. lo ia mineralized throughout. Lodgoa 
have been found and epecimens brought in 
and analyz id with very good rcaulle. It 
oommences at the boundary and gooa 
through the country in all diroctiona. Gold 
and ailver quartz have been fouod on Bon- 
nott lake, and in silver is eapocitiily rich. 
I am informed that rich Bpecimens of gold 
and silver rock have boon found on tho 
Hootalinka. Thore are rich minea on the 
Porcupine, but I was unable to learn on 
which aide of the line toey were eituatcd. 
.Indian Creek, about aeventy-fivo milea above 
Forty Mile, has juat been found rich. This 
creek ia wholly in the Northwest Terrl- 
toriea. 

" A meeting of the minora waa called at 
Forty Mile Creek to petition the Minister 
of tho Int«rior to faava the mining laws 
o^nged'io aa tiOinsrea|e ;tlie :size of placer 
olaima to SOO feeb'in widtli, with a free loca- 
tion to the dtiooverer, and a aeoond claim 
for the disoovery. This in my opinion ia 
unreasonable, the second claim would be for 
speculative purpoaea only. I thtok the Case 
would be met by having the size of the 
claim changed in the Yukon diitrlct from 
100 to 500 feet, the fee at the same time 
being raiaedfrom $5 to $15 on gulch clai ns, 
bench or high bar diggings. Tho low bar to 
reinain aa at present. 

WEST OF TUB yOKON. 

" On the west aide of the Yukon the gold- 
bdailng creeks are : Franklin Gtiloh. Divia 
C^eek, Clinton- Greek, Nugget Gulch, 
O'Brien's Creek, Napoleon Creek, Canon 
Creek, Madlaon Creek. They are wholly or 
partly in Alaska. 

"Sixty-Mile Creek.— Ita tributaries are 
Gold Creek, Glazier Creek and Miller Creek 
and Bod Rock Crook. These are the only 
ones thatany mining has been done on, and 
they also aro wholly, or part, in Alaska. 
There ia a large dtiference of opinion aa to 
which aide of the line they are on. 

"Of the rivers and oroeka above men 
tinned, Forty-Mllo creek ia worked m-; 
Franklin gnloh is about half worked ; Nug- 
get gulch has not been much worked ; U..via 
creek abant half worked ; Clinton ore- k hu« 
not turned out of much value ; O'lMen 
creek has not been much worked, aa lo waa 
only this anmmer that it was discovered ; 
Napoleon oreek has only been worked thie 
season and baa showed up well so far; Canon 
creek baa been worked by a few men two 
seasons and has paid ?1'2 or $14 per day ; 
Madison creek is now, worked only one 
season; Sixty-Mile creek is 120 miles aouth 
of Cudahy. About sixty miles of this oreok 
ia in the Northwest Territories. Gold creek 
ia good. This ia the second aeaaon. Miller'a 
oreek ia also being work<i4 and has proved 
the beat oreek in- the ooan*ry so far. Glazier 
oreek hai only been opened this aeaaon, and 
80 far the retnrna have been good. List 
Bummer two men worked thia oreek and 
made $21 a day each. They are still work- 
ing there. These are also in American ttr- 
ritory. 

EAST OK TIIK YUKON. 

"On the ooBt aide of tho Yukon, tho 
Stewart, Polly, Hootalinka, Big mid Little 
Salmon rivers are wholly in the Norlhweat 
Territories. The Stewart is all bir digging 
tip to the present, and ao far has proved to 
be the best paying. The Pelly ia doubtful 
At preient. Hootalinka has ^one fairly 
well and mooh ia expeoted irdfxa it in the 
future. Both on the Stewart and Pelly 
many mon have been Workiaii{ thia aummer. 
Tho Big and Little Salmoa have also paid 
well to the f iw who have baen working 
Thoae aro all bar diggings. Goo reason 
why more mon are not at work on thcae 
rivera is the dlllioulty of getting in provi- 
oioua. The minore as a rule have faith in 
the future of tho country, not that gold ia 
in any ono place in largo quantitloa, but ap- 
pears to bo all through it, and that it only 
requires explorinj^ and opening up. 

" From tho timo ono loavea Juneau to 
Point Burrow tho country ia full of 
mineral wealth, chitfly gold, but there 
ia also ailvor and copper lo bo found. 

I)IFKIOni.TIE.S 01' ACCKSS. 

" What tho miners require and complain 
of not having, ia a comparatively easy route 
by which they can got In thoir uupplies an a 
reaaoi^abla cost in quantities auflicient to 
last them a year. At prosonb tbelr sup- 
piiea are limited to what they can pack In. 
When thfie are used , up they have to pay 
the exorbitant prloes^oharged by the,tyadera 
and wbtob are far in Skdvanoe of a fair profit. 
It takes what a man iqikes.to keej) biip, and 
very fdw have anmkh .,j^ ?f(oi> m^^^pt tho 
(ibnntry, ei:oept at tne'^oat of muoh.'suffer'

Tramways on the portages between lakea 
Liadorman and Bsdiird at the oauon and 
White Harte would 1)3 a great help to sma 
ptrtler, aa they uro notable to portage their 
boats itione, and may not have had the ex 
porlenoo to run the canon or swift water be- 
low. The cost' would not be great. Tho 
miners are of the opinion that the rocka in 
tho ohannel of the Five Fingers oould bo re- 
moved in winter when the water ia low. 
Thia would make navigation safe for a 
steamer coming down ; then there would bo 
uninterrnpted navigable water to tho foot of 
tho White Horae, a dlatanco of about 2,300 
miles from the mouth of the river. Some of 
the old miners are not in favor of having the 
route made too easy, as they say it would 
briog in a class of men who will not work 
for their living, but would . simply come in 
to' prey on thoae who do. Ih'ey refer more 
particularly to gamblera and men Of that 
stamp, who are so namerona in Amerioao 
mining diatriota. Thia ia partly aelflah, ui 
miners like to keep good things to them 
selves. 

CLIMATE AND SOIL, 

The eoaaons here are extremes. Ia winter 
tho cold has reached 77 degrees below zero ; 
the heat as high aa 120 degreoa, and has 
been known at Fort Yukon, about .100 
milea below Fort Cudahy, to burst tho bulb 
of tho thormometer. Laat winter waa tho 
coldest known here in many youra, The 
aummer ia about four montha, bub miners 
oannot work more, on the avorago, than 
three. Winter seta in about the middle of 
Qjtober, and spring opens up about tho 
middle of May, but thia eouson it did not 
open up before the beginuiog of Juno, it 
beiog at loaat a month late. This summer 
has been a very wet one, more so tbau for 
yoara past. The average snowfall ia about 
one foot, and [a dry. No dampneaa in the 
air. The climate is healthy. Indiana are 
liable and subject to cheat diaeases, The 
whitoa have no apeoial diaeaae. Bhenmatiam 
is very prevalent, owing to great ezpoaure. 

" Upen land or flata are not numerous or 
large In thia district. A few miles down 
Lake La Birge, as seen from the boat, there 
appears to be a valley of aome oonaiderable 
extent with a email stream flawing through 
it. On the west aide cf the lake near the 
lower end, quite a large level plain appears. 
Ogilvie'a valley appears to be wide and 
deep, but as I only saw this from a distance 
no definite eatimate could be formed of ita 
extent, or agricuitural capabilities, or the 
siza or quality of any timber growing there. 
Only hardy roots will grow and of them the 
crop is unoertaln. At this date, 19. h Aug- 
ust, potatoes are only in blossom. Ttio 
country la indeed verydeaolate anr .hoapit. 
able. 

MAIL SERVICE. 

" At preaent there ia only one mall in the 
year that can be relied on, that which cornea 
in by the Oommerolal Company'a steamer. 
Any other letters that aro brought In come 
miners or others who may happen to 
think of them before leaving Janeaq .or Dia- 
Yah. In the ordinary o'onrae of ^t'he preaent 
mail service, or ra^or'want of mail service, 
a letter written in Eastern Canada later than 
May would not arrive at Forty Mile until 
tho following May, and no anawer would 'lo 
received for another year. A mail rov o 
could, it ia thought, bo eatabllahed cither by 
tho way of the Hootalinka river or tho 
' Summit ' to or from Juneau, where it oould 
bo ahipped to Victoria or the noareat port aa 
freight, if postal arrangementa are such that 
Iti'oould not be sent to Juneau from the 
United States post oflice. This is a matter 
that rcquli'ea careful conaideratlon both 
from its bearing in opening up the countty 
and on the soore of expense. Any mall 
should be confined tn letters only, as the ex- 
pense of papers or parcels would not be war- 
ranted by the rate of postage. 

There ar^ two routes that would be 
available for early spring and late fall, viz. : 
Firat, by way of portage and Upper Yukon 
— for letters only. Second, the summer 
could bs via St. Michael's and Lower 
Yukon. By this route, which ia available 
only during the montlia of )JuIy, August and 
September, this mail oould carry papers and 
am^llparaels'snd eionld be posted for Ynkon 
at Viotoria, and marked. .*.Vla boat.' This 
would get four mails in and five ont during 
the year and should, I think, be performed 
for $5,0u0 or $6,000 a year. The mall by 
the mouth of the rivor should be sent via 
Vict irU, and not later than from the 1st to 
the 15th of Jane. The second not later 
than lat of Auguat.

CHINA'S LOAN. 



Ag:reement to 1(8 Isanance Signed By the 
iianUs Under a. ifusalan' Guarantee. 

St. pKTERSBUiii;, July G. — Tho agreo- 
ment to iaaue the £10,000,000 four per cent, 
loan to China under a Rnaaian guarantee 
waa Signed this evening. Representatives 
of six French and four Ruealan banka and 
tho plenipotentiary of tho Kusuian govern- 
ment appended thoir Bignuturoi< to tlio 
document, which providea that tho loan can- 
not bo rodoemod or convortod during a 
period of thirty aix yoara. Ctiina baa agreed 
not to Issue any govornmont guarantood 
gold loans until after January 15, 1896 
Tha loan ia secured on tho customn rovonuos 
of tho treaty ports of China, and it baa been 
agreed that In the ovent of China falling to 
make payments during the period stipulated 
by the terms of tho loan, Bnss'ia will assume 
tho responsibility of Uieeting the obligation.

COVENANT KSEPINO. 

We live In the days of free and bold dla 
CDsaion. Very little indeed is rn^adays 
taken far granted. There are people now 
irho take upon themselvea to question the 
■onndneaaof prinoiplea wbioh only a few 
years ago were held to ba eaored. We see, 
for inatanoe, a \A innipeg paper denouncing 
It as absurd to hold " that the Canadian 
nation sboald regard itself as bound by 
promises made twenty years ago which the 
people of Canada, and espeoially the present 
eleotorato, certainly never anthorized." 
Before one oan prononnoe upon this pro- 
position, he must know what cosstitntea 
anthorizition. An agreement made 
twenty, thirty or a hundred years 
•go by persons who considered themselves 
Mthorized to aot for others, wbloh is after 
wards embodied in a law that the repre 
■antatives of the people oonoerned duly 
elected enact, is considered binding by moat 
people. It is under such a law that the 
" Canadian nation " holds the powers, prlvi 
leges and rights that it exerclesa And en- 
joys. No one in these days Icquires very 
clMcIy into the way Is whieh the men who 
formed the oonferenoea and oonventions in 
'Which the terms of the oonfederatioo of the 
colonies of British North Amerioa were con- 
(idered and agreed upon wore authorized to 
do that very important work. Wo dtro 
say it would not be difficult to 
£nd fl*W8 in the oonstitntton of those 
bodies. lb might ba shown that some or all 
of them were nob properly aabhorized to 
represent the people for whom they acted. 
Bat the objections, no matter how well 
grounded they might bo, would to-day bo of 
no avail. The sohenio of Confederation 
whiohthe members of those conferences devis- 
ed was not binding upon the people of any 
provinoe until it was made to assume tho 
form of a legal enactment wbioh was volun- 
tarily adopted by the representatives of the 
different provinces of the Dominion, The 
terms of Union then bacame binding on all 
the provinces that acoopted them, not 
for ten or twenty years, but for 
aa long as the British Empire should last 
or aatil they were oonstitutionally amended or 
repealed. As soon aa any provinoe con- 
■ented to become a momber cf the oonfeder- 
fttion tho British North Amorioa Act became 
its conatiiutloD, no nialtor who tliuy wore 
who drew it up or whether they were or 
were not properly authorized to do the 
work. And it is the same with the Manitoba 
Aot, to which the Winnipeg newspaper takes 
ezoaption. Certain dolegatea agreed upon 
the terms on whioh Manitobi wua 
to ontor tho Dominion. These 
terms ^vero put into tho shipe of 
an Aot of Parliament, whioh was passed in 
the Daminion Legislature. lb was for- 
warded bo Winnipeg, where the Legislature 
of Manitoba was sitting. It was enthusiae- 
tically aooeplod by tho repreaoutatives of 
the people of Manitoba. Here is tho reso- 
lution that was then passed : 

" That the Legislative Aaaembly of this 
country do now, in the name of tho people, 
accept tho Mioitoba Aot. and decide on iii- 
teriog ill J Djminion of Canada on thu terms 
proposed in the Confederation Aot." 

The aooeptanoe of the Manitoba Aot was 
delilierately done. The members read, and 
no dottbb deliberated upon, the provisions of 
that Aot, It did not matter who they were 
or what authority tho " delegates " had to 
act for the people of Manitoba. Tho law 
was there to speak for itself. The Legisla- 
tive Assembly was free to aooept or reject 
it. If it did nob please its members in 
every partionlar ib was their duty to point 
oat its faults and to have them oorreobiij 
They made the barRiin nob only for 
themselves, but for tlio pooplo whom they 
represontod, and that not for tho present 
generation only but for future gonorationo. 
Ib is ohildish to say that booauae the bar- 
gain was made twenty years ego, and many 
tft the men who eleobed that Legislative 
Auembly are dead and gone, the Maolbo* 
bans now living are nob bound to owry 



it out. Communities do not die. Lawa 
are binding on oommunities, and aro in foroe 
until they are repealed. Men may come, 
and men may c;a, bat the law of the land 
remains. If laws and treaties s.r:3 othor in- 
struments were only in force as long as those 
who made themwere alivr, the bnslneis of the 
<V0i'1d ooald never bo carried on. We are sur- 
prised that our Winnipeg contemporary docs 
not see this. The Manitoba Aot la not like 
tho lawa of the Medea and Peraiana. It oan 
be altered and amonded. If the people of 
Manitoba do not like it they can take 
measures to have it ohanged to suit them. 

The Canadian nation does regard itself 
bound by promises made twenty years ago, 
and it is fortunate for Manitoba that it 
does. Twenty-fivo years ago the Canadian 
nation promised to pay tho Province of 
Manitoba oertain monies ovory year, and it 
has kept its word and will no doubt con- 
tinue to do so for twenty-five years longer, 
when everyone who had anything to do with 
making that promise is dead and buried. 

A LITTLE BLUFFING. 

Some of tho weak Oppoaition papers pre- 
tend to bo impatient bocauao the Govern- 
ment have taken a little time to deliberate 
before they deoide upon their ooarse of ao- 
tlon with respeob to the Manitoba school 
qaeatlon. The pretenoe is ao shallow as to 
be transparent. These newspapers know. 
If they are not intensely stupid, that there 
is nothing which the leading men of the 
Opposition dread so much as to be brought 
faca to face with that moat perplexing ques- 
tion. They have hitherto treated it in the 
moat gingerly manner. They have been 
afraid to express an opinion on its merits. 
They have been iying low and keeping dark 
in the hope that the Government may make 
a false move and give them an advantage. 
It is clear enough that there la nothing In 
this world that they would dislike ao much 
aa to have to deal wibb that question. Hitb- 
orto they have done their beat to avoid all 
responsibility with regard to it. And they 
have to a certain extent euccoodod. But 
the friends of the Manitoba minority have 
observed their excessive caution and de- 
tected their timidity, and they attribute 
inaction to the right oanae. 

If the Opposition are so indignant at the 
Government's delay in this matter, why do 
they not themselvos take the lead ! Why 
do they not foroe the Government to come 
to a decision ? They could do so easily 
enough if they had the will or the courage. 
Bub lb la easy to see that as far aa the Mani- 
toba aobool queatlon is oonoerned they have 
neither. They are only too glad to see it 
postponed. They would be well pleased to 
put the decUion off for a great many to' 
morrows if they thought that aome means 
could by any possibility ba found to take 
it out of bhe way altogether. The queatlon 
seems even more embarrasalng to them than 
it ia to the Government. Sensible Liberals 
admit this freely, it is only the fools among 
them who try to bluff their opponents.

Lord tSaliebury made a short time a^o led 
to the oonali^sion that he was not by any 
means zealous in the cause of Armenia. 
If the electors oro led to believe that Lord 
Salisbury, if he gets a good majority to sup- 
port him In the House of Commona, will do 
little or nothing for Armenia, he will lose 
tho votes of many who were a little while 
ago more than willing to give the (Jonaerva- 
tives a trial. 



AN INOBNIOnS INVENTION. 

Tho polo nuisanco is complained of every- 
where. Poles are unsightly, and overhead 
wlrPs, besides being ugly, are a source cf 
daogar. The adoption of eleotrioity as a 
motive power for street cars baa very cou- 
siderably aggravated this nuisance. How 
to dispense with poles has been a problem 
whioh elootrioiana have b^on trying for some 
time to solve. An American engineer has 
invented a method by whioh .eleotrioity oan 
be conveyed to the cars undergronnd with- 
out sorioui waste. Tho invention is vory 
ingenious. On tho track at interva'fj cf a 
few febt are tbreo metallic knobs. When 
these knobs aro touched by a conductor 
under the oars the oleotrioity la conveyed to 
the motor. As soon as the oar passes, tho 
knobs are dead, consequently they are not a 
aource of danger to men or animals on the 
atreet. Hare ia the modus operandi as 
described in the Now York Timea : 

" Oae of tho three knobs ia for the pur- 
pose of receiving from a small storage bat- 
tery in the car a current of suiBoient 
strength to attract an electro magnet to 
Ita keeper and thus complete the circuit 
for the main current. As aoon aa the mag- 
net touches ita keeper it ia kept Grmly ad- 
herent by the main current, which passes 
through a coil of insulated wire bound 
around the magnet for additional aoourity. 
The main current then pabaes through one 
of the knobs to its corresponding slat and 
through the slab to the motor. After opor- 
atlng the motor, tho eleotrioity passes back 
to the power house through another slat 
and its oorrespondiog knob."

It can bo ueed 
by rich companioa in largo cltiea, but small 
towns with limited means will have to 
stick to the polea and the trolley aome time 
longer.

ARMENIA. 

So much haa been heard of Armenia of 
late that most people believe that it is a 
well defined country like Scotland or Ire- 
land or Norway. But it is nob such a coun- 
try. There Is really no snoh country aa 
Armenia, Part of the country in whioh tho 
Armenians live ia in Russia, part in Tnrkoy 
and part in Persia. Mr. H. P. B. Lynch, 
in a paper whioh he reed at a recent meeting 
of the P.oyal Geographical Society, is re- 
ported to have aaid : 

" Taking Armenia as a whole, there was 
perhaps no oouotry which geographora had 
described in so imperfeot a manner. In the 
sense of an independent polltioal unity there 
was of course no Armenia. Even In the 
sense in which one might, before the Rusao- 
Turkish war, have spoken of Bulgaria, 
there was no such country aa Armenia — no 
country of auffioient area to give it impor- 
tanoo, inhabited almost exoluoively by Ar- 
meniana. There were regions ao inhabited, 
bub they lay aparb from one another." 

" The majority of the Armenian subjects 

of the Sultan," Mr, Lynch went on to say, 
" were scattered throughout the extent of 
the Empire. They were found in largo 
numbers in the towns of Asia Minor, west of 
the Euphrates and within t.he recesses of the 
wild Cilloian Taurus, where down to a pe- 
riod comparativel y recent Armenian princes 
ruled." 

From this it will bo seen that lb is not ao 
easy as it at first sight appears for tho 
European powers to plan a achemo for the 
proper government of tho Sultan's Armenian 
eubjeota. It would bo impoaslblo to eatab- 
liah a special govornuient for a people who 
are scattered ail over the Turkish Bmpire, 
who are to be found in all its oltles and 
towns and In many of its villages. The 
Armenians appear to bo energetic and 
enterprising, and outside a certain district, 
p,ot very populous or large in extent, they 
ooom vory wall able to taka oaro of 
thcmeelvoa. In the Country whioh 
with any approach to propriety 
can bo called Armenia, tho population is 
very far from being wholly Armenian. 
Living on it aro Moalom tribes who 
aro liardly half-civilizod, and who aro doing 
their beat to drive them out of the country. 
It is said that they have so far sncceedod 
that in aome secbiona the Mahommedans far 
outnumber the Cbriiitians. Ib Is In these 
seotions that the Armenians need the pro- 
tection of che Government of Turkey, a pro- 
tection which thub Govornmenb ia appar- 
ently nob vory well disposed to give them. 
So reluataat doei the Sultan appear to oom- 
ply with the demands of the Powers that a 
auspiolon haa got abroad, and »ppe»rt 
bo be growing, that one of the Powera is nob 
as sincoro as it might be in its efforts tii se- 
cure proteotion for the perssoutod Arme- 
nians, How much ground there is for this 
snspioion It is dillioult to say, bub ib is cor- 
tain that people in Great Britain are becom- 
ing impatient, and there are Indloativns thab 
the auooeas of the Salisbury Governmenb ab 
the polla In a vary greab measure dependa 
on the ooune^ lb , proposes to b»ke with re-

The return match between the Tacoma 
and Amity teams wag played yesterday at 
tbe Caledonia grounds, and after a game 
babble the bome nine aufi'ered defeat again 
ab the hands of the Taooma represent- 
atives by the narrow margin of one tun. 
Tbo increasing popularity of baaoball was 
evldenood by tho aplondid gathering. Tha 
game waa keenly contested, and neither 
team had a oinob on victory until the last 
man was pub oub. The Amities are sailing 
In hard luck. Ab Tacoma the boya were 
bjaten though they earned aeven ruoa out 
of twelve scored. Yeaterday every run tal- 
lied by tbe Amities was earned. The result 
of tbe games witb Seattle> and Tacoma 
proved that tbe In-field has a weak spot 
somewhere. No ImprovemeLli could be 
desired In tho battlne, for ia this feature 
the Amities will rank with any amateur 
aggregation. 

'The visitors put up a great fielding game, 
tbe only error made being an excusable one, 
when Greig attempted to handle a lofcy 
bound ball. Tho work by the in and out 
field of the Tacomaa was of the gilt-edged 
order, tho thro'.viDg especially being worthy 
of praiso. Stottler, the visitors' first base- 
man, put up aatargame, fielding hiapoaition 
in a manner that would have reSeutcd credit 
on a professional. Tbe throwing of Groger 
and Cory elicited much applause. 

In the first Inning tbe Amities earned two 
on Duck's bit and stolen baee, and liners by 
Scott and Franklin. GreIg settled down 
after this, and by tricky changes In pace 
managed to bailU the local batsmen, who 
only gob one hit for tbe six Innings. In 
the eighth, though, the Amity batters 
treated tbo spectatcra to an exhibition of 
fireworks. There were four auooeaslve 
singles by Duck, Jackson, Soott and Frank- 
lin ; tbe boys gbagered up, and lb looked as 
if it would be Victoria's game after all.

There waa do 
occmIou for such daring, as no men were 
out, and tha bome team might have tied 
tho score if Franklin bad stuck to second. 
There was another pyrotecnie display in the 
ninth, when Lenfeaty and Gowen singled. 
In thia inning Bakor waa aubstituted for 
Greig in the box. Tho change did not seem 
at all lUngeroua, bia Dack, who has done 
auoh grand batting thia year, struck out. 
This meant only one man out, and there 
was still a chance, Jackson w&3 at bat, and 
there was a chorus of yells from tbe [ oople 
along tho fence and on the rocks to put 
tho ball over tho fence. Jackson connected 
with tho aphore, making a line hit along 
the first baae foul line, and the game was 
ended when Stotler made a wonderful 
oatob, and doubled np Gowen before be 
could return to the bag. The Tacomas 
secured an earned run in the first inning 
on hits by Groger and Gates, L3nfesty send- 
ing two men to bases on balls. They tal 
lied again in the fourth on hits by Groger, 
Campbell and Grant, and costly errors by 
Partridge and Franklin and a dropped fly 
by Di'ok in lefc. Another run waa added 
in tho eighth on Lsnfeaty'a wild pitch, after 
Greig hit him for a ainglo, and got to third 
on a steal and passed hiW. 

Lonfesty after tho first inning settled 
down to aplendid work and showed up in 
old time form. Ho wan very epeedy and 
uaod hia ourvea to hotter advantage than in 
any other game he haa figured in thia season 
Tho honors of the day go to Widdowaon and 
Jackson, whoso second and third base play 
was of tho finest daacription. Huxtable 
was retired in the eighth, when hia thumb 
waa injured in the attempt to atop a wild 
pitch, and Franklin finished tho reat of the 
game behind tbe bat in creditable atyle. 

The Tucomaa left last ovoniog for home, 
where on their arrival thia morning the 
team will probably bo tendered a rousing 
reception as bbey have won three games in 
three days, beating the Amities on the 
fourth, and tbo Seabtles on Friday 
by 17 bo 6. Tho visitors woro 
loud in their praiao of Mr. T. K

Why They Arc Kinplojod ut tlio Bnreaa 
of I^ngravlni; and I*riiitlni;. 

Tli,e, bureau of engraying md printing 
is the only place in \7i»shinp;ton or any 

otlinr wolllniown place of interest -wlioro 
young Wdim.'ii iiri) eiiiployeil as gniilon. 

Tlio pjiiide is an iiujiortant pcrsmi to 
all visitors and siKhtsi'crs. His eru'ctivo- 
ncss hiujgs on. his ability to spin thu 
most extraordinary yams, to always 
have an answer ready, •whether correct 
or not, and tho nuiu who can pour the 
most iufomiation inlo a tourist in tho 
least time is the ouo who flourishe.s. 

That is the regulation goverAment 
guide. But the bureau of engraving and 
printing prides Itself on a 8ui)orior braud 
of guide in the sliapo of six southern 
young women, iSriss Pannio GilAian, 
Baltimore; Willielmiiia Ballniiiu of 
Washington; Mrs. Diana Daiifnitli, I^'or- 
cst (ilvn, Ua. ; ?\Irs. JNIyrtlo Dully, 
Wheeling; Miss INIcCarthy, Washin^itou, 
and 3Irs. Lottie Adams of Teimessco, 
who act a.s ushers to all visitors to tho 
Inweau. Of course tho jjlace where the 
goveruinent makes its money lias an 
overpowering attraction to people from 
all over the country, and on account 
of the work done in Vho buililing nioro 
than tho usual care has to bo takeji as to 
tho admission of visitors. ludeed it ia 
almost', as hard for a person to get out aa 
tn got in if he or she has been allowed 
to walk through the main halls alono to 
call on an uflice clerk. 

Visitors who are taken into the work- 
ing sections are subjected to closer scru- 
tiny than they would relish if it wa.s 
snsppt'ted. These six young women aro 
juiiilid guides. 'J'hey aro not appointed 
just to ixjsitions as guidu.s. They have 
jia.ssed civil service examinations and 
been appointed to actual labor in the 
mechanical divisions. 

The beat' ^ides lu-o those who have 
worked in the greatest number of dif- 
ferent divisions, so that tliey are able to 
imjiarC infiiruiation Ixicauso they under- 
stand prai.'isoly what operations aro be- 
ing carried on and can answer questions 
intelligently. 

(Jnce 3-ears ago men were employed 
for guidc^.s, but man's work costs mora 
than woman's labor, and so eomo bril- 
liant chief determined to try girls. It is 
utterly impossible to allow ordinary 
guides such a.s aro admitted in other de- 
partments to bo about .among tho work 
going on. It mast necos.sarily bo some 
responsible employee, and not only does 
the bureau pride itself on its detailed 
corps of young ladies, but visitors in- 
v.'iriably exclaim: "Oh, she's a girl 
guide. I'm so glad. I'm. tired of men. " 

"It's not hard work physically, only 
wo do wish sometimes that people would 
a.sk new questions," said one. "Every- 
body asks just the same questions. Wa 
always know beforehand what to ex- 
pect. ' ' 

' ' Do you over give visitors souvenirs?" 
Tho six looked at each other merrily. 
"There, that's one of the usual ques- 
tions. Give them souvenirs I It would be 

more than our he;ids are worth to try it. 
Why, every .scrap of paper hero has to bo 
accounted for, even thoso that are spoil- 
ed. Everybody wonts a souvenir, some 
'little thing' like a ?100 bill with only 
ouo side engraved, or some other trifle. 
And sometimes they do got awfully mad 
with us because wo can't yield. If they 
want souvenirs, they have to buy them 
on the steps outside. " 

"Do you think you aro smarter than 
men guides?" 

"Of course wo aren't conceited. You'd 
better ask tho chief. I can tell you, 
though, that live of us have handled 80O 
visitors in a day. Tho captain of the 
watch divides them up into squads as 
liirgo iw wo can conduct around. You 
see wo are exix>cted not only to give the 
information, but also to keep our eyes 
on every motion, because visitors are de- 
termined to have a souvenir somehow or 
other and don't stop to think it is an 
aksolntely necessary rule of the bureau 
not to allow them to take anything 
away. ' ' 

•The hardest thing, though, " said a 

pretty blond haired widow, "is to refuse 
the gifts visitors want to make us. Of 
course wo aro paid fur dur services aud 
aro not allowed to accejit presents of 
money or anything else. Some people 
really become quite indignant at that, 
and droll things result. One western 
woman to whom I had given more timo 
than customary bcciuiso she had asked 
sensible questions wimtod to give mo 
some money and then ort'ored mo other 
things. Of course I tried to o.xplain that 
it was against tho rules of thii biuean, 
when sho took out a package of chewing 
um, 'Well, I guess they won't mind 
you're taking some gum. ' ' '
